Commission toimpose Il-cent sales tax 


The Coffee County School Board 
met Friday evening, hired some new 
teachers and re-employed several 
others. They also reviewed the 
financial plight of the school system 
and the prospects for continued 
problems within the system until 
additional funds are forthcoming. 

Chairman Frank Britt presided 
over the meeting, his first following 
surgery that caused him to miss 
several meetings. Also present was 
Johnny Vaughan, who is in the 
process of resigning from the Coffee 
County system and accepting a 
similar position with the Troy city 
system. 

The teaching ranks for the 
system have officially received seven 
rehire or new teachers to the ranks of 
the tenured staff. They include 
Shirley Hartin - biology teacher at 
Kinston; Mary Ann Finkling 
learning disability teacher at 
Kinston; Karen Miller hearing 
impaired teacher at Zion Chapel; 
Dennis Dean - biology teacher at, 
New Brockton; and Minda Martin - 
Spanish teacher countywide. 

New teachers hired include David 
Ferry band director at New 
Brockton, and Ricky Carlisle - math, 
at New Brockton. 

The board accepted the 
resignations of Spanish teacher Lynn 
Cook, Also resigning was Kinston 
biology teacher Mrs. Charla 
Adkison, who has been on a one-year 
leave of absence, and Anita Grimes, 
bus driver and teacher aide at 
Project Independence. Vaughan 
said she had accepted a_better- 
paying position. 

Vaughan said opening of bids to 
roof and repair sidings on the various 
gymnasiums had been delayed at the 
request of bidders, This was to have 
been done on July 15, but will now 
be done July 24 (today). It is 
expected to cost in the neighborhood 
of $200,000, 

The board plans to spend the 
balance of this special state espitol 
outlay money on renovations of the 
high schools, Bathrooms, roofing on 
the New Brockton High School and 
possibly some lunchroom work will 
be included as long as the money 


lasts, 
Vaughan told board members 


that the state-imposed five percent 
proration was costing the school 
system $165,000 this year. He 
explained it would be deducted from 
the next three monthly checks at a 
rate of 20 percent per month, 

He also warned board members 
that the results of the sales tax suit 
could add 2.5 percent to this year 
alone. Next year Vaughan is 
predicting a proration of from four to 
eight percent, according to the 
ultimate outcome of the sales tax 
ruling by the Supreme Court, and 
any changes in the law by the 
Alabama legislature. He said this is 
in addition to the $200,000 budget 
cuts already imposed by the state 
education budget. 

The board members agreed to 
attend the next meeting of the Coffee 


County Commission with the Elba 
School Board. The two will be asking 


Mol A PRO RR hee Mk Oy, 


for relief in their money problems. 
They will be asking’ the 
commissioners to impose a one-cent 
sales tax for education. It would 
probably be divided on a per-student 
basis, using the same formula as 
used by the state department of 
education. 

Vaughan said, ‘*We need to think 
about the children of this county."’ 
He said Geneva, Pike, Covington, 
Houston and Crenshaw Counties all 
have a sales tax for the schools, and 
Coffee is sitting here like an island. 


‘*At the loud clap of a cannon 
your men In black and gold mounted 
on four sturdy mules and moved 
swiftly down the sideline, urging on 
the Army team.

The preceding paragraph was an 
excerpt from an article that appeared 
in The Pointer, a monthly magazine 
published by the Corps of Cadets of 
the United States Military Academy, 
on November 18, 1966, dealing with 
the spirit generated by the Army 


mules and their riders at Army 
football games. 
Ken Strong, now a _ popular 


optometrist in Elba, has made his 
home in south Alabama for many 
years and recently he was joined by 
his former riding partner 
‘Buckshot,’ the Army mule that 
Strong was in charge of during his 
stay at the academy. 


Six years ago Dr. Strong began 
writing officials at the academy 
about the possibility of adopting 
Buckshot after the mule was retired 
and explained that he had the ideal 
place for it to live out its remaining 
years at his farm in Elba. 

The official retirement of the 
mule was delayed for years due to 
numerous reasons; however, 
recently Dr. Strong received a call 
and was asked if he was ready to 
come get his new boarder. 

The Strong family traveled to 
New York early this month and 
picked up Buckshot on July 9 for the 
long three-day journey back to Elba. 
On the trip back the mule, as well as 
the Strongs, enjoyed overnight stays 
at Ft. Myers, Virginia, and Ft. 
Jackson, South Carolina, before the 
final stop at the Strong farm west of 
Elba on the Taylor Mill Road.

Cadet Wing at the Army game in 
1964, was officially retired by the 
Army on July 9, 1986, and the mule’s 
certificate of retirement commended 
Buckshot for ‘‘21 years of faithful 
and honorable service to the 
academy.”’ 

Buckshot, now 27 years old, was 
one of four West Point mule mascots 
and was the oldest and only female 
member of the Army mascot team 
when it retired. 


‘I've always had a special place 
in my heart for her,’’ Strong said of 
his newest family member, ‘‘and my 
family and I have kept up with her 
since | graduated. When | first met 
Buckshot the other handlers couldn't 
bridle her and they were looking for 
a rider. I had always been around 
horses and knew | could win her 
confidence, so | gladly took the 
assignment and we became the best 
of friends. 


‘After a while I was able to do 
handstands on her, and | later taught 
her how to jump. We entered horse 
shows and actually won ribbons. | 


was in charge of Buckshot for 
two-and-a-half years and enjoyed 
getting her ready for all public 


appearances and showing her off. 


‘We took three mules to the 
Notre Dame game one year and 
special security guards met the train 
because everywhere we went 
the opposing students always tried to 
kidnap our mascots,’’ added Strong. 

“At Notre Dame we left the 
mules with the guards and went to 
town, but the guards were actually 
cadets and tried to kidnap the mules. 
Mules are stubborn animals when 
they want to be, and this night they 
all decided to be extra stubborn, as 
they all refused to budge. 

“The cadets gave up after 
finding out a mule wasn’t the easiest 
thing in the world to move and 


settled for painting a big ND on the 
side of the animals. The paint 
wouldn't come off, so we just 
covered it up with the blanket and no 
one knew anything had happened. 

‘Buckshot was always a pet to 

" Strong said, ‘‘and she loved 
meeting kids at all functions. They 
would climb on her and Buckshot 
would enjoy it as much as the kids. 
She is still a very docile animal and 
lets our girls ride when we baby her 
a little bit."’ 

Dr. Strong stated the mule is now 
200 pounds underweight and in need 
of a long rest that she will get, but 
said when the ole gal gets back up to 
full strength he plans to walk with 
her in area parades and hopes to ride 
her on the field prior to an Elba Tiger 
football game. 

The mule won't look anything 
like a Tiger; however, Elba folks are 
proud to have the celebrity in town 
and will undoubtedly welcome the 
girl with open arms! 


Hydro officials tell authorities 


that dam will bein operation in 1987 


The Elba Hydro dam is again in 
the news following a meeting 
Tuesday morning between Mayor 
Bob English, Elba Hydro, Inc., 
officials and three government 
agencies involved in the project. 

The main purpose of the meeting 
was the still-pending $31,000 loan 
from the U.S, Department of Energy 
to fund a feasibility study in the 
1970's. The funds were considered a 
loan if the reopening of the 
hydroelectric generation facility was 
feasible. However, if the project 
proved to be nonfeasible, the funds 
would be considered a grant and 
wouldn't be repayable. 

The original study was negative; 
however, private enterprise came 


forward and suddenly the project 
was feasible and the funds began 
accruing 
repayable. 

During the following years, 


interest and were 


numerous contracts have been 
signed, a steady stream of experts 
and financial consultants have 
visited the site and several lawsuits 
have been filed. However, Elba 
Hydro, iny., was issued a license 
exemption from the Federal Energy 
Regulatory Commission. Delays 
caused them to miss a _ contract 
deadline with the City of Elba, but 
following a turbulent six months, a 
new proposal was agreed upon and 
appears to be a reality. Elba Hydro 
officials said Tuesday they expected 
to have the first turbine working by 
the spring of 1987 and the other 
federally approved generator 
working before the December 1987 
deadline. 

No payment has been made on 
the loan and the energy department 
representative, Garold Sommers, 
was asking about the loans to repay. 
Also present was Ralph Stanford,

This department issued the 
operating license for the facility. He 
noted in the meeting this would 
expire in December 1987. Also 
present was Larry Bradford and Ray 
McKinsey of Elba Hydro, Inc.; City 
Clerk D.M. English and secretary 
Pat Boothe. 

An agreement worked out by 
Mayor English was accepted by 
Sommers and will be officially 
proposed to Energy Department 
management in Idaho Falls, Idaho. It 
would allow a three-year waiting 
period to see if the facility would 
actually produce electricity. Follow- 
ing this three-year period the loan 
would be repaid over a ten-year 
period at no interest. If the facility 
was not generating at the end of 
three years, the loan would be 
forgiven and the city would owe 
nothing. 

Mayor English was to meet later 
with Larry Bradford and Ray 
McKenzie of Elba Hydro to work out 
their plans to fund this to the City of 
Elba. 

During the informal meeting, 
Bradford told those in attendance 
that if the last bid of paperwork from 
Alabama Electric Co-op is received 
in the next few days, they plan to 
again begin work at the facility 
in September, while the water level 
is low, Alabama Electric has agreed 
to purchase all the power generated 
at the facility, Bradford said.

Summer Program At UA Targets 


Foreign Language Teacher Shortage 


For four weeks now, two talented 
teachers from the Enterprise area 
have been speaking, reading, 
writing--even thinking in Spanish in 
an effort to improve their foreign 
language teaching skills.

The architect is 
the national firm of Hellmuth, Obata 
and Kassabaum of Dallas, which also 
designed Riverchase Galleria and 
the Dallas and Houston Gallerias. 

Phase One of the $30 million 
project will include 500,000 square 
feet of retail space.

Also included in Phase One will 
be specialty shops occupying 230,000 
square feet, as well as a Food Court 
offering the fares of ten restaurants.

BI ANCHING VEGETABLES 


Not many people are putting up 
vegetables this season. Gardens are 
not producing the vegetables as they 
have in the past because of the dry 
weather. 

In the event you do _ have 
vegetables for freezing, let me 
remind you that proper blanching is 
recommended. A gallon of boiling 
water will blanch one pint of 
vegetables. After vegetables have 
been put in the boiling water and the 
water has returned to a boil, start 
counting the time for blanching. Yes. 
you may use the blanching water 
many times. At the end of the 
blanching time. Remove the 
vegetables and cool quickly. Package 
in plastic freezer bags or cartons. 


BALLPOINT PEN 


Have you ever washed ballpoint 
pens in your load of clothes and 
found ink stains on the clothes? To 
remove ballpoint ink stains from 
clothes. sponge the stains with 
rubbing alcohol or spray with 
hairspray until wet looking. Rub 
detergent into the stain areas and 
relaunder using plenty of detergent. 
Repeat this procedure if necessary.

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County educators ask commission toimpose I-cent tax

The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session on Monday, 
July 28, at the courthouse in Elba 
and heard two groups ask that taxes 
be imposed to provide financial 
assistance. 

Ronnie Kelley, president of the 
Coffee County Firefighters 
Association, addressed the 
commission and requested that it 
approve a bill to be introduced to the 
legislature setting a county-wide tax 
on tobacco, 

All proceeds from the tax would 
go to the association and would be 
levied at the rate of five cents per 
pack on cigarettes, two cents per 
cigar, two cents per can on smoking 
tobacco, three cents per sack on 
chewing tobacco and three cents per 
can on snuff. 

The tax will be voted on by the 
citizens of Coffee County, possibly at 
the Nov. 4 general election. 

School officials were also at the 
bi-monthly meeting to ask the 
commission to adopt a one-cent sales 


,tax, with all proceeds going to the 


three school systems in the county on 
a per-pupil basis. 

Elba Supt. William Crews told 
the commission the recently 
announced five percent proration of 
the education budget would result in 
a loss of $102,000 over the next three 
months to the Elba system, and 
estimated that next year’s budget for 
Elba’s schools would be cut by 
$131,000. 


Nelson Whitehurst named principal 


The Coffee County Board of 
Education held a special called 
meeting on Thursday morning, July 
24, in Elba, and handled a number of 
personnel matters including the 
naming of a principal at Zion Chapel 
High School. 

All members were present at the 
9:30 a.m. meeting, including Bill 
Boland, Tom Dyess, Harrell Carroll, 
Frank Britt and Preston Kelley Jr. 

Former Supt. Johnny Vaughan, 
acting in an advisory capacity, told 
the board that the recent funding 
cuts due to proration would force the 
board to make cutbacks and 
recommended that to saye money it 
not go outside the system to employ 
a principal at Zion Chapel High 
School, 

Vaughan suggested that one of 
the three applicants already 
employed by the system be chosen 
and the board voted unanimously to 


name Nelson Whitehurst the new 
principal, 
Whitehurst, who served as Child 


Nutrition Corodinator during the 
past school year, has been 
employed by the county school 


system for 18 years and served as 
principal of Goodman Junior High 
School until it closed in 1985. 

Vaughan reported an application 
for special ‘‘consolidation funds’’ 
had been made and was being 
considered by the state. The funds, 
offered as a 50-50 matching grant, 
would be earmarked for use at New 
Brockton, which had an enrollment 
increase due to the closing of 
Goodman. 

The board appointed Mrs. June 
Brown as ‘‘acting superintendent’’ 
until a replacement can be employed 
to fill the opening created when 
Johnny Vaughan resigned to accept 
the position of superintendent of 


Troy City Schools. The board stated 
Mrs. Brown would handle routine 
activities, with other action to be 
handled through the board. 


In other action at Thursday’s 
meeting, the board: 


***re-employed Bridgett Mock as an 
elementary teacher at New Brockton; 
***oranted a leave of absence to 
Patsy Britt, teacher at New Brockton 
Elementary School; 

***authorized the hiring of a driver- 
aide at Project Independence; 
***employed Rhonda Brunson as a 
Spanish teacher at Zion Chapel; 
***transferred Shirley Goodson from 
an aide position at Zion Chapel to an 
aide at Project Independence; 
***employed Dwayne Head as an 
aide at Project Independence; and 
***onened bids on food for the Zion 
Chapel lunchroom.

A tired bicycle rider lost his arm 
to an alligator Saturday morning 
when he stopped to cool off in a 
designated swimming area in the 
Conecuh National Forest. 

Kermit (Kim) George, Jr., age 
42, was bicycling in the area when he 
decided to cool off in Open Pond, a 
popular camping and swimming park 
in the Forest. Minutes later he was 
standing in chest-deep water 
fighting for his life; an 11-foot, 
4-inch alligator had grabbed his right 
arm and George was fighting for his 
life. He later reported that during 
the attack he realized it was either 
give up his arm or lose his life to the 
big gator. 

The gator was later killed, cut 


open and the arm retrieved. 
However it was too late, and/or too 
mangled to attempt reattachment. 
Alabama Conservation officials 
cataloged a number of unusual items 
from the stomach of the gator before 
reaching the arm. They included 
wood chips, lily pads, two fish 
stringers, a tangle of wire, the neck 
of a glass bottle and a plastic fishing 
worm with hook intact, and about 18 
inches of fishing line. 

George was driven to an 
Andalusia hospital by the park host 
and is presently in South Alabama 
Medical Center in Mobile. Hospital 
officials report he has been removed 
from the intensive care unit and is in 
a private room. 


Wiregrass Commons toopen Aug.6 


On August 6, the $30 million

Fture plans include 
additional department stores, office 
and professional space, plus a motor 
hotel. 


With a 14-coumy market of 


approximately 350,000 area 
shoppers from Alabama, Florida and 
Georgia, the regional mall provides a 
broad range of appeal. Shoppers will 
find a tremendous variety of fashion 
previously unavailable in this area. 
For many of these merchants, Wire- 
grass Commons marks a first entry 
into the market. 

The mall will provide shoppers 
with high quality merchandise, from 
fine apparel, accessories and jewelry 
to home furnishings and sporting 
goods as well as gifts and novelties. 

A 452-seat Food Court will offer 
shoppers an international dining 
experience with a wide range of 
hearty fare from 10 restaurants, 

The mall is located on U.S. 
Highway 231 North at Ross Clark 
Circle. 


Crews passed out a detailed 
report of revenues and expenses and 
stated, ‘‘I’m asking that a one-cent 
sales tax be added in Coffee County 
for education.”’ 

Coffee County Board of 
Education member Tom Dyess 
echoed Crews’ sentiments and said, 
‘I’m here this morning to seek 
financial help for the Coffee County 
School System and the commission is 
the only one we can come to.”’ 

Dyess stated proration would 
result in a $204,000 cutback in 
funding for the system, and that the 
system already was facing a 
$219,000 debt payment. 

“We must provide a quality 
education for our students,’’ added 
Dyess, ‘‘and to do this we must have 
adequate funds. We use our funds 
as economically as possible, but we 
still need help.”’ 

Commissioner Jimmy Bryan 
stated, ‘‘We are all interested in 
education and the financial status of 
the schools needs to be looked into at 
depth,’’ while Commissioner Sid 
Averett said, *‘Even if we don’t take 
action here today I want everyone to 
know we're serious about giving help 
to the schools."’ 

The commission as a whole 
seemed to agree the schools needed 
financial help, but took no action, 


and the commission's feelings were 


probably best described by 
Commissioner Bill Faulk, who 
stated, ‘‘We're facing the same 


problems you are and we must also 
look for additional funding. At this 
time there are too many unanswered 
questions to make a decision on a 
sales tax." 


In other action at Monday’s 
meeting, the commission: 
***accepted the low bid of 


$79,124.40 from Couch, Inc., to do 
road leveling in the county; 
***aoreed to send out bids on 
resurfacing parts of County Roads 80 
and 54; 

***set up a July 31 meeting with city 
Officials to discuss problems with 
garbage and the possibility of 
contracting with a private firm; 
***officially approved a plan to 
adopt a new _ seven-district 
commission and hold a September 
election to elect a commissioner from 
a predominantly black district; 
***told County Administrator 
Brunease Winston not to issue 
purchase orders to any department 
over budget; and 

***agreed to pay the back salary 
owed to a youth officer employed 
through an agreement with the 
Enterprise Police Dept., Sheriff's 
Office and District Judge

$2,000 for the group to canvas the 
new ‘‘black’’ district and compile a 
list of qualified voters.

Cole and Gladys Yelverton a total of 
$800 to canvas the Shiloh-New 
Brockton area, while Mary Redmon 
will receive $1,200 to canvas the 
Enterprise area.
